CARNIVAL SAVED 

Sponsor steps in at last minute 


THE Brewery Square 
Development Company 
have stepped in and 
saved this year’s Dorch¬ 
ester Carnival by spon¬ 
soring the event. 

The company, which is 
responsible for the devel¬ 
opment of a new main 
square on the site of the 
old Devenish brewery, 
came to the aid of the or¬ 
ganisers, The Dorchester 
Round Table, after the 
proposed sponsor 

dropped out. 

The carnival, which be¬ 
sides being one of the 
highlights of the county 
town’s calendar, also 
raises and distributes 
thousands of pounds to 
local charities annually, 
is something that would 
have been severely hit 
had there been no spon¬ 
sor. 

The Round Table were 
grateful that the Brewery 
Square had come for¬ 
ward to ensure this year 
would be just as success¬ 
ful as previous ones. 

Dorchester Carnival 
Chairman John Palmer 
said: “Dorchester Round 
Table is delighted to have 
secured sponsorship 
from Brewery Square 
which will be a great 
launch pad for this year’s 
event and will enable us 
to continue to donate to 
many local charities and 
good causes.

Square’s help we would 
have struggled with the 
carnival this year.” 

Last year’s carnival 
raised more than £5,000, 
which was distributed 
between 46 local chari¬ 
ties, community groups 
and other organisations. 

Andrew Wadsworth 
from Brewery Square 
said: “We are very 
pleased to sponsor the 
2011 Dorchester Carni¬ 
val in support of The 
Round Table, and its in¬ 
valuable work in the 
local community. 

“Brewery Square is 
scheduled to open in 
September 2012, and we 
look forward to the car¬ 
nival processing through 
Brewery Square itself in 
2013.” 

Dorchester Round 
Table has organised the 
carnival, which will take 
place on Saturday, June 
18th, for the last 40 
years, and are hard at 
work getting ready for 
this year’s extravaganza.

PERSONAL Trainer Mike Hensman moved to 
Lyme Regis two-years-ago with his wife and 
daughter. 

After gaining a degree in the Psychology of 
Marketing Mike worked in telecommunica¬ 
tions before following his passion for sport 
and fitness. 

Mike worked for eight years as a personal 
trainer for Virgin Active in London. He is now 
self-employed as a personal trainer working 
with clients in both West London and Lyme 
Regis, specialising in reducing body fat 
through resistance training. 

This week Mike gave us his tips on how to 
stay in shape and revealed the secrets to get¬ 
ting slim for summer. 


■ WHAT type of training is the best to stay in 
shape? 

Resistance training is the best way to get in shape be¬ 
cause nothing burns more calories than muscle, other 
than your brain. There is a misconception, particularly 
among women, that if they do resistance training they 
will bulk up and that is not the case. You could go into 
a gym and take a picture of someone on a cross trainer 
and go back in a year’s time and they would be in pretty 
much the same shape. The thing that really changes 
body shape is resistance training and it’s a lot more in¬ 
teresting. The reason most people don’t do it is because 
they don’t know how, they don’t know the techniques 
involved. 

■ WHAT are your top three tips to get in shape? 

Do resistance training a minimum of twice a week. Nu¬ 
trition wise you should ask yourself ‘does it run round 
a field?’ ‘does it swim?’ ‘does it fly?’ ‘is it green?’. If 
you say yes to any of those questions then it’s fine. The 
third tip is probably sleep, sleep is important. 

■ DOES it have to be expensive? 

The cost of gym membership varies but if you know 
how to apply resistance through bodyweight exercises 
or through cables or dumbbells then it doesn’t have to 
be. If you’ve got a set of dumbbells you can do a lot 
with that. 

■ DO you play sport? 

I used to play rugby and cricket. Playing rugby I re¬ 
alised is one of those things that is not necessarily good 



for your health and is almost the opposite of what I do 
now where things are controlled and incremental. On 
a rugby pitch they say here is a 20 stone bloke who is 
going to hit you from don’t know where, you haven’t 
prepared yourself, here it comes. Where as in a gym 
you can say we are going to apply this weight to this 
joint with this amount of force and build it up over the 
weeks. It was an education doing rugby but I’m not 
sure I’d play it again now. 
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■ WHY do you think obesity levels are on the rise 
in the UK? 

I think it’s lack of education with nutrition and also not 
understanding what is healthy exercise. I’m not anti¬ 
sport, but it’s not necessarily good for your health. It 
can injure your joints and that in the long term leads to 
less activity. One of the benefits of resistance training 
is that control leads to joint health. If you know how 
joints work and you know how to apply the force to 
joints then you can maintain your joints and you’re fit¬ 
ness as well. One thing they say is fitness comes and 
goes, joints go and go. 

■ ARE personal trainers a new phenomena? 

I think it’s generally seen as a more urban thing but I 
think people don’t really understand the benefit of how 
it can crossover into everyday life. If you’re prepared 
and your joints are healthier it puts your body into a 
better position to withstand force with outdoor pursuits 
be that paddling in the sea or walking up a hill. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

Andrew Motion, poet laureate, because I’ve heard him 
speak a few times. A guy called Greg Roscoff because 
he is an expert in the fitness world. The other person 
would be Ian Botham, I’m a big cricket fan and he’s a 
sporting hero of mine. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The last book was Small Island by Andrea Levy, the 
last film was at the From Page To Screen Festival and 
that was Housekeeping which was very good and the 
last CD was probably Coldplay.

What's it like to be young and living in Dorset? 


CHILDREN and young people, aged nine to 19, in 
Dorset are being asked for their views on what it is like 
to live in the county. 

Dorset County Council's Children and Young People's 
Attitude Survey includes a range of questions about 
school, free time, health and well-being, and issues 
such as bullying. 

The questions are based on issues raised by the 
County Pupil Council (CPC) - a group of primary and 
secondary schoolchildren who represent pupil councils 
from each of Dorset's pyramid of schools. They meet 
with county council officers once a term to raise con¬ 
cerns and issues from their area. 

The last survey was carried out in 2008 and nearly 
2000 responses were received. This year's survey builds 
on those questions and will help the CPC to see if lives 


of children and young people in Dorset have improved 
and what else needs to be done. 

Dorset County Council's Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren's services Toni Coombs wants as many children 
and young people to take part as possible:"This is chil¬ 
dren and young people's opportunity to tell us what it's 
like living in Dorset and to say what is on their minds. 

"We provide so many services for children and young 
people and we need their feedback, so we can improve 
and help them to enjoy life and reach their full poten¬ 
tial." 

The findings will be passed to the CPC to help them 
make decisions about their future work, and will also 
be used to improve services for children and young 
people.

New training 
partnership 
for college

NEW training partner¬ 
ship offers training and 
advice for farming, 
forestry and rural busi¬ 
nesses 

Farmers, foresters, vet 
practices and land-based 
businesses across Dorset 
will benefit from sub¬ 
sidised training following 
a partnership between 
two major south west 
agricultural colleges. 

Kingston Maurward 
College in partnership 
with Duchy College, has 
announced the appoint¬ 
ment of Jenny Goldsack 
as training co-ordinator 
with responsibility for 
delivering awareness 
events and training ses¬ 
sions on the latest issues 
facing the modem farm¬ 
ers and foresters. 

Over the next 10 years 
the sector will need 
60,000 new entrants, na¬ 
tionally. According to 
Defra’s Farm Business 
Survey they are likely to 
require higher skills lev¬ 
els than the workers they 
will replace, especially in 
the business skills most 
associated with high per¬ 
forming farm businesses, 
such as risk management, 
IT skills, business plan¬ 
ning, marketing and man¬ 
agement accounting. 

Jenny’s first task is to 
work with local veteri¬ 
nary practices to raise 
awareness about the 
“Healthy Fivestock” ini¬ 
tiative which provides 
training and one-to-one 
sessions for livestock 
farmers to develop con¬ 
trol plans for mastitis, 
cattle lameness, Johne’s 
Disease and Bovine Viral 
Disease. 

Also on offer through 
the Skills Programme is a 
range of subsidised be¬ 


spoke training, short 
courses and workshops 
for farmers and foresters. 
These are aimed at assist¬ 
ing in increasing opera¬ 
tional efficiency, from 
applying cutting edge 
science in agriculture, 
through to computer, 
management and practi¬ 
cal s kill s. 

The training will run in 
partnership with the 
Dorset Federation of 
Young Farmers and local 
training providers. 

Both the Skills Pro¬ 
gramme and Healthy 
Fivestock are part fi¬ 
nanced by the European 
Agricultural Fund for 
European Development 
2007 - 2013: Europe in¬ 
vesting in mral areas. 

The projects are being 
delivered through the 
South West Regional De¬ 
velopment Agency with 
Defra as the Managing 
Authority. 


Head of Agriculture at 
Kingston Maurward Col¬ 
lege, Tim Stephens, said:

OPERATIVES at Magna 
Housing Association 
have been bitten by the 
recycling bug - and 
they’re getting greener by 
the day. 

The Dorchester-based 
organisation has installed 
nine recycling points in 
its yard to ensure that 
more waste than ever is 
given a new lease of life. 

Stores supervisor John 
Palmer said: “Last year 
we recycled 67 per cent 
of our waste. This year, 
we hope to get in the top 
90s.” 

Magna, which owns 
more than 6,000 proper¬ 
ties across Dorset, Som¬ 
erset and Devon, is a step 
ahead of impending Envi¬ 
ronment Agency legisla¬ 
tion which over the next 
two years will call on all 
businesses to segregate 
waste at source. 

John said: “We have 
been looking at how we 
can reduce waste and re¬ 
cycle as much as possi¬ 
ble. We have only a 
limited amount of space 
in our yard so we needed 
to find the most practical 
solution. 

“For some time now, 
I’ve been going on about 
‘seven bins for seven 
sins’ which is basically 
getting seven different 
skips for different types 
of waste. 

“That’s what we’ve set 
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MULTI-SKILLED carpenter Andy Peoples with the wood recycling skip 


out to do but we’ve actu¬ 
ally gone one better than 
that - we have nine.” 

Magna now has skips 
for timber, plasterboard, 
green waste, asbestos, 
inert waste such as soil 
and rubble, electrical, 
general waste, metal and 
a skip for everything else 
which is a skip company 
segregates. 

The skips are moni¬ 
tored by CCTV cameras, 
which means less room 


for error. 

John said: “In 2009 we 
replaced the general 
waste skip and installed a 
waste compactor. 

“Compacted waste is 
charged by weight rather 
than individual skip 
which is more cost effec¬ 
tive but it was never seg¬ 
regated. 

“Now, that’s all 
changed. The inspector 
from the Environment 
Agency who visited us 
recently was very im¬ 


pressed and it’s a scheme 
we could replicate 
throughout the group. 

“It’s about doing our bit 
for the environment and 
saving money for the 
business at the same time 
because the skip compa¬ 
nies don’t charge us as 
much if the waste in the 
skips is properly segre¬ 
gated. 

“Basically, it’s an ex¬ 
tension of what we do at 
home. The trade opera¬ 


tives’ job doesn’t finish 
when they do a repair at 
one of our properties. 
They have to think about 
bringing the waste back 
and disposing of it in the 
proper manner.” 

Magna is already put¬ 
ting empty paint tins to 
good use through the 
Dulux can recycling 
service, which turns 
them in to garden furni¬ 
ture, play equipment and 
tools.

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Ridgeway memories form exhibition

RIDGEWAY Voices is an 
exciting multi-media ex¬ 
hibition at the Dorset 
County Museum cele¬ 
brating the South Dorset 
Ridgeway and the work 
of the South Dorset 
Ridgeway Heritage Proj¬ 
ect. 

Funded by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and Natural 
England, it forms part of 
the work carried out by 
the Dorset Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty. 

Brilliantly curated by 
Project Officer Sarah 
Harbige, the exhibition 
brings to a climax a 
phase of this project 
which began in June 
2008. 

Ridgeway Voices com¬ 
bines oral history, record¬ 
ings, photography, 
artwork and screenings 
of short films, discover¬ 
ing this special land¬ 
scape through the 
“voices” of people who 
live, work, or simply 
enjoy the Ridgeway and 
want to share their expe¬ 
riences and love of the 
area. 

Visitors can listen to 
memories related by 
local residents - tales of 


childhood games from 
the past, farming on the 
Ridgeway, first meetings 
with loved ones, or sur¬ 
viving the Second World 
War. 

Using hand-held audio 
equipment you can listen 
to clips from recordings 
made as part of oral his¬ 
tory and audio trails. 


These shared memories 
provide an often humor¬ 
ous and sometimes mov¬ 
ing insight into life and 
the many changes in the 
area throughout the 20th 
century. 

Jorn Ebner was com¬ 


missioned to create his 
own impressions of the 
South Dorset Ridgeway 
through the medium of 
moving image, and he 
chose to focus on two as¬ 
pects of the countryside 
that most impressed him 


during the time he spent 
in the area - the Winter¬ 
bourne that flows 
through the villages to 
the north of the Ridge¬ 
way, and how the high 
ground of the ridge 
changes as it is blanketed 
in fog. 

And these moving im¬ 


ages create a hauntingly 
beautiful part of the exhi¬ 
bition. 

Young residents, mem¬ 
bers of the Live IT, Love 
IT, Film IT group have 
also been expressing 
their notion of the land¬ 
scape through moving 
image and have created 
some short films, which 


are being shown along¬ 
side the work of Jorn. 
Emily Morgan, an oil 
painter from Dorchester, 
sees the landscape of the 
Ridgeway, Maiden Cas¬ 
tle, and Hardy’s Monu¬ 
ment as a continuous 
band of green. 

Her paintings form an 
integral part of the exhi¬ 
bition and are an attempt 
to capture the whole 
panorama of the area 
with strange interlocking 
shapes and fleeting 
stripes of colour. 

And the incredibly in¬ 
spiring photography of 
Sue Macpherson adds yet 
another stunning dimen¬ 
sion to this superb dis¬ 
play of the Ridgeway at 
its very best. 

Ridgeway Voices, with 
its collection of historic 
photographs and objects 
and its effective use of a 
whole variety of media, 
was officially opened by 
Tim Frost, chairman of 
the Dorset Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty. 

He said: “This whole 
project is about history, 
so it is seemingly appro¬ 
priate that the exhibition 
is housed within the 


Dorset County Museum. 

“The South Dorset 
Ridgeway Heritage Proj¬ 
ect began in June 2008, 
and this exhibition will 
go some way to raising 
its profile. 

“We all very much ap¬ 
preciate our wonderful 
countryside and must 
consider ourselves lucky 
to live in such beautiful 
surroundings. And our 
sincere thanks must go to 
Sarah Harbige and her 
team for putting together 
this incredible insight 
into the Ridgeway.” 

The occasion also saw 
the launch of South 
Dorset Ridgeway, a long 
overdue first ever guide 
to the area illustrated 
with nearly 100 photo¬ 
graphs, reconstructions, 
maps and drawings.

Child contact centre 
celebrates 10 years 


THIS year marks a significant milestone in the life of the 
Dorchester Child Contact Centre. 

It is their 10th anniversary, and during the last decade 
the centre has benefited from around 3,000 hours of vol¬ 
unteer service and free accommodation from the United 
Church. 

It is a place where families with children are given sup¬ 
port in times of crisis, and the centre has now dealt with 
more than 200 families and in excess of 250 children. 

The Dorchester Child Contact Centre is run by volun¬ 
teers and is a place where children can enjoy the com¬ 
pany of adults from whom they are separated. The 
atmosphere is warm and friendly with plenty of toys 
available and free refreshments - although cash contri¬ 
butions are always welcome. 

Visits are arranged via a solicitor, family court welfare 
officer, social worker or family mediator, although the 
centre is independent of the courts, social services and 
other statutory agencies. 

Staff and volunteers do not take sides and remain com¬ 
pletely non-judgemental. And the safety and happiness 
of the child is always paramount. 

At their recent AGM, attended by the Mayor of Dorch¬ 
ester, Councillor Leslie Phillips, the keynote speaker was 
Judge Alan Willis from the Weymouth and Dorchester 
County Court who gave a fascinating insight into family 
courts, tinged with more than a little humour. 

“We deal”, he said, “with everything from divorce to 
debt, care to clinical negligence, and housing to harass¬ 
ment. And as well as an intimate knowledge of the law, 
a great deal of commonsense and the ability to some¬ 
times recognise the blindingly obvious is a valuable 
asset.” 

Dealing with family cases can be demanding of both 
time and patience, and much constructive and purposeful 
thinking is often required. 

Judge Willis also expressed concerns over the impend¬ 
ing changes to family law, the removal of legal aid and 
the loss of family practitioners sure to have a detrimental 
effect on the court process. But you cannot, he said, re¬ 
main untouched by this job. It is never easy causing dis¬ 
tress to another human being. 

Judge Willis had nothing but praise for the Dorchester 
Child Contact Centre and said: “It offers security for 
children, the chance to re-build relationships in an at¬ 
mosphere that is so obviously full of warmth and human¬ 
ity. Without centres like this, many absent parents would 
never get to see their children.” 

In her report, dedicated centre co-ordinator Brenda 
Blackler said: “The future of the centre is obviously un¬ 
certain, with financial uncertainties, more self-referrals

as families come under increasing financial pressure, and 
family break-ups continuing to increase. 

“However, I am confident that we will face the chal¬ 
lenge with the dedication of the volunteers, both in their 
playroom skills and willingness to learn through their 
training sessions.” 

The meeting ended with a few words from the Mayor, 
Leslie Phillips. 

He said: “Ten-years-ago I was at the launch of this or¬ 
ganisation. A tremendous amount of hard work has been 
put in by Brenda, her committee and volunteers to make 
it the success it is today. They have had ten wonderful 
years, and I wish them all the very best for the future. I 
am sure they will continue to go from strength to 
strength.” 

■ THE Dorchester Child Contact Centre is always 
on the look out for volunteers to join their team. 

The centre enables children of separated families 
to enjoy contact with one or both parents in a safe, 
comfortable and neutral environment and is an in¬ 
credibly rewarding organisation with which to be¬ 
come involved. 

Volunteers assist around six sessions a year, each 
session lasting three hours, and will also be sub¬ 
jected to the obligatory criminal records checks. 

Help is needed in assisting families using the cen¬ 
tre, ensuring that the centre is safe and secure at all 
times, and preparing and clearing up after each 
session. You will also be required to provide refresh¬ 
ments and keep an attendance record. 

Volunteering with the Dorchester Child Contact 
Centre offers you the opportunity to make a real 
difference to children's lives. Job induction and 
training, and the reimbursement of any out-of- 
pocket expenses including travel, meals and child 
care, are provided. 

So if you have some time to spare, the Dorchester 
Child Contact Centre is open on the first and third 
Saturday of each month from 2.30pm until 4.30pm.

Short mat bowls is not just for 'oldies'

BOWLS CLUB for their Thursday evening session.

L IKE me, you proba¬ 
bly thought I was 
taking it easy this 
week by trying my hand at 
short mat bowls, but then 
you have probably never 
been a young man in a 
bowls club. 

Within minutes of arriv¬ 
ing at Beaminster Short 
Mat Bowls Club I had had 
a gang of women chanting 
‘I can see your bottom’ as 
I bent over to play my first 
wood and had my hands in 
one lady’s jeans pocket, to 
retrieve a 2p coin - for the 
toss of course! 

I was also treated to 
pizza by the club in an at¬ 
tempt to bribe me for a 
good write-up. As any 
good reporter will tell you, 
accepting bribes compro¬ 
mises your journalistic in¬ 
tegrity. I, however, accept 
all forms of bribe, espe¬ 
cially hot food. 

For those not familiar 
with the sport, short mat 
bowls is a descendant of 
lawn green bowls but dif¬ 
fers in a number of ways. 


The game has been 
adapted to be played in¬ 
doors in smaller venues, 
the difficulty is maintained 
by placing a wooden block 
in the centre of the mat to 
force the bowler to use the 
bias of the wood to curve 
their shots. 

This coupled with the 
varying mat speeds, and 
questionable flooring at 
some village halls, keeps 
the game interesting and, 
of course, being indoors it 
can be played all year 
round. 

In the UK bowls in all its 
forms has a reputation for 
being an older person’s 
sport. I’m not entirely sure 
why. 

Teenagers from Bridport 
and Beaminster will often 
spend an hour or more on 
the bus to go ten-pin bowl¬ 
ing in Weymouth. Short 
Mat Bowls is just as excit¬ 
ing, equally social and, as 
I found out, a lot more 
skilful. 

The game is also a lot 
cheaper to play and for 


most of us is right on our 
doorstep. 

In some parts of the 
world young people are 
now waking up to this fact. 
In Australia bowls is hav¬ 
ing a resurgence among 
young people and is now 
the second biggest partici¬ 
pation team sport in the 
country. 

Teenagers down under 
are not a rare sight on a 
bowling green and their 
national teams are made 
up of predominately 
young stars. 

I’m sure it would only 
take a handful of young 
people to start playing lo¬ 
cally and others would fol¬ 
low suit. Marian and Neil 
tell me that when their 
grandchildren visit they 
insist on coming on a 
Thursday so they can join 
them at the club. 

For the time being 


though I don’t think my 
new friends in Beaminster 
will mind me saying that 
their membership is not 
young, but as their website 
says, they’re all still young 
at heart. 

The players still enjoy 
the banter you will get at 
any sports club, the atmos¬ 
phere is still as lively and 
the competition just as 
fierce. 

Over the course of the 
evening I played three 
games in total, one game 
of triples and two doubles 
matches. Fike any compet¬ 
itive person, I enjoy any¬ 
thing with a winner and a 
loser, whether it’s Monop¬ 
oly or a Wembley cup 
final. 

No-one remembers who 
first said: “It’s not the win¬ 
ning, it’s the taking part 
that counts.” That’s proba¬ 
bly because it wasn’t 


Muhammed Ali or Bobby 
Moore, it was more likely 
the parent of a boy who 
had just finished last in an 
egg and spoon race. 

I was delighted then, to 
find myself on the winning 
side in all three of my 
games. It may have been 
more down to luck than 
judgement, but we won, 
and in style, 5-3, 7-1 and 
10-3. I immediately was 
brought down to earth 
though by taking on the 
challenge from club presi¬ 
dent, and founder member, 
Neil Hammond to a one- 
on-one shootout. Two ends 
of three balls, winning a 
point for hitting the jack. 
He beat me 2-1 but I 
sensed he was never wor¬ 
ried. 

The Thursday night ses¬ 
sion, which I attended, is as 
much a social gathering as 
a competition, but the club 


are serious about the game 
and compete with two 
teams, The Beagles and 
The Bees, in the Beamin¬ 
ster and District Feague. 

They are also successful. 
The Beagles won the 
league trophy from 2007 
to 2010 and this year 
picked up The Netherbury 
Cup. 

Don’t let their pedigree 


put you off though as the 
whole club are very 
friendly and welcoming 
and you won’t get shouted 
at if your woods all go off 
in different directions. 

The club offer a very 
generous first three ses¬ 
sions free and for those 
who continue to attend, the 
membership costs are very 
reasonable. 


So next time you’re sat at 
home on a Thursday 
evening, it’s raining out¬ 
side and there is nothing 
on TV, why not give short 
mat bowls a try? You 
might just enjoy it.

out plants as needed. Summer 
pruning and fruit thinning 
may be required with some 
plants, such as grape vines. 

• Water regularly, making sure 
that the composts and soils 
don't dry out. 

• Weed around plants and in 
the beds. 

• Make sure that plants are fed 
as required. 

• Put up shade nets in early 
summer to protect plants 
from scorching by direct over¬ 
head sunlight. Shading 
washes can also be sprayed 
onto the outside of the green¬ 
house and washed off in au¬ 
tumn. 

• Avoid watering plants in the 
middle of the day during sum¬ 
mer as this can scorch the 


leaves. 

• Some plants prefer high hu¬ 
midity, so splash the floor with 
water (called 'damping down') 
each day in the summer or use 
a hand-held mist sprayer. 

• Look out for pests and dis¬ 
eases and treat appropriately. 
Common pests in warm, 
humid conditions include 
aphids, red spider mite and 
mealy bug. Diseases include 
mildew and botrytis. 

Exterior 

• Clean the exterior of the 
greenhouse by washing the 
panes of glass with warm 
water and a sponge. 

• Higher parts of the green¬ 
house can be reached by at¬ 
taching a sponge to the end of 
a broom handle or a bamboo 


cane. 

• Old plastic labels or a gentle 
jet wash attachment on the 
end of a hose are ideal for get¬ 
ting in under the window 
panel joints to remove the 
build up of dirt underneath. 

• Clean on a moderately windy 
day and let the breezes dry 
out the greenhouse as it's 
washed. 

• Once the panes of glass are 
dry, insulate the greenhouse 
with bubblewrap to protect 
any plants you are overwinter¬ 
ing, and to encourage the 
greenhouse to heat up more 
rapidly in the spring. 

• Check the panels for any bro¬ 
ken or cracked glass. They 
should be replaced. If you are 
planning on doing the job 



yourself, then you 
should wear gloves and 
goggles. 

• Wooden frames can be 
painted using a wood 
preservative, making 
sure that none of the so¬ 
lution touches the 
plants. 

Interior 

• When starting on the 
interior of the green¬ 
house, ensure that the 
electricity is turned off 
and all electrical equip¬ 
ment such as heaters 
and radios are un¬ 
plugged. 

• Clean the interior by 
removing all the con¬ 
tainers, pots and shelv¬ 
ing/staging. 

• If some of the plants are 
slightly tender, then 
move them into another 
shed or greenhouse. 

• Otherwise, wrap them 
in fleeces and try not to 
keep them outside for 
too long. 

• If the temperature is 
cold outside, then you 
will just have to work 
around them in the 
greenhouse. 

• Throw out old used 
growing bags, remove 
all the leaves that will 
have fallen from the 
plants, and sweep the 
floor to remove any dirt 
and spilled soil. 

• Also, pick off any dam¬ 
aged or infected leaves 
and burn them. 

• Throw out any dead 
and dying plants. 

• Weed the plant beds. 

• The paths and brick 
walls should also be 
scrubbed with clean 
water and disinfectant. 

• Sterilise containers, 
staging, propagation 
benches and capillary 
matting - although re¬ 
placing capillary matting 
each year is better. 

• Also check that all ven¬ 
tilation panels and win¬ 
dows are operating 
properly and lighting 
and watering/irrigation 
systems are working.

Tear down the Wall! 

Roger Waters restages the Pink Floyd classic at The 02 


ROGER WATERS-The Wall : The 02 Arena, London 
Thursday , May 12th 2011 

THE Wall isn't your average sort of record. Even viewed alongside the most 
bloated of concept albums and rock operas of the Sixties and Seventies, it still 
sits in a league of its own, writes JAMES COLES. 

Dealing with themes of personal isolation and abandonment, it's not a barrel 
of laughs, but does contain some of the greatest music Pink Floyd ever 
recorded. 

The story of'Pink', a character based on the band's then frontman Roger Wa¬ 
ters, begins with the loss of his father in World War II and continues with a diffi¬ 
cult childhood featuring an overbearing mother and sadistic schoolteachers. 
By the time Pink's marriage is dead and buried, he's in self-imposed isolation 

- represented by the metaphorical wall. 

When the piece was first performed live in 1980 it was a landmark production 

- this was no mere gig but a mammoth musical production. Throughout the 
first half of the show a giant wall of 'cardboard bricks' was gradually built be¬ 
tween the audience and the band, which was finally brought crashing down 
in a stunning climax at the end of the show. 

But times have changed and what would have been stunning in the early 
Eighties looked pale in comparison to Roger Waters' newly updated produc¬ 
tion. The Wall was staged in the UK for the first time in 30 years last week. 

With stunning high definiton projections, the wall in the new production lit¬ 
erally came alive. And although it was being used as nothing more than a huge 
cinema screen, the vivid images looked so real the audience was totally im¬ 
mersed. 

Some classic imagery from the original show was kept in place, but the HD 
elements took the experience to another level. So too did the change in con¬ 
tent, with footage from more recent conflicts such as Afghanistan and Iraq, 
and the death of Jean Charles de Menezes, making the piece as relevant today 
at it ever was. 

Pyrotechnics came thick and fast from the beginning, with a model WWII 
bomber flying across the arena and crashing into the half built wall in a blaze 
of sparks and sounds effects. 

As the show continued, Gerald Scarfe's grotesque puppet of the schoolmas¬ 
ter got an outing, as did the mandatory Pink Floyd inflatable pig. But it was 
the animation that took centre stage, that is until one very special moment 
that will not be repeated throughout the tour's other 118 dates. 

The long standing spat between Roger Waters and Pink Floyd guitarist David 
Gilmour is well documented, but the hatchet was finally buried when the two 
agreed to play together at Live 8 in 2005. The day's most memorable image 
was that of Gilmour and Waters standing alongside bandmates Nick Mason 
and Rick Wright at the end of what was the band's first live performance in 
nearly 25 years. 

But rumours of a permanent reunion were quashed and soon after Gilmour 
released a new solo album and Waters toured the band's legendary album The 
Dark Side Of The Moon on his own. 

In the time since the band has lost founder member Syd Barrett (who left the 
group in 1968) and keyboard player Rick Wright, who died two years after Syd 
in 2008. 

Despite rumours, neither event led to Gilmour and Waters sharing a stage 
again, but last year, following a tad of arm twisting from David Gilmour, Roger 
appeared as his guest at a low key charity event in Oxfordshire. 

With more than a slight hint of irony, the two played the old Phil Spector hit 
'To Know Him IsTo Love Him'-something Roger only finally agreed to do when 
Gilmour promised to make a guest appearance at one of his Wall shows in re¬ 
turn. 

And that night was last Thursday. With the wall now fully built, Waters began 
to perform 'Comfortably Numb' alone, a solitary figure in front of the mono¬ 
lithic structure. 

Just before what should be David Gilmour's part in the iconic song, Waters 
looked to the heavens and a spotlight fell on a another lone figure, this time 
on top of the wall, fifty feet in the air. 

The arena rose to its feet. Grown men cried. The noise was comparable to 
Take That gatecrashing a nightclub full of hen parties. This was no session 
player, this was the real deal - David Gilmour collaborating with Roger Waters 
on The Wall for the first time 
since 1981. 

For most of the crowd Mc¬ 
Cartney had just turned up to 
play with Lennon. And the re¬ 
action was staggering - the au¬ 
dience couldn't believe its luck 
in having tickets for the per¬ 
formance of the entire tour. 

And things only got better. 

Come the final song, per¬ 
formed 'unplugged' in front of 
a now destroyed wall, Gilmour 
re-appeared amidst the tum¬ 
bled bricks only to be followed 
by Pink Floyd drummer, Nick 
Mason. 

All three surviving members 
of the band sharing a stage for 
only the second time in 30 
years. 

An incredible production, 
spectacle and performance - 
and the band weren't bad ei¬ 
ther.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


AS you watch the finches and tits eating the 
seed on your bird table, don't you sometimes 
wonder where they have all hidden their nests? 
However, I know where the pigeons have their 
nest because it is a mere six feet from my bath¬ 
room window. The brooding mother seems 
not to be put out by my prying eyes as she pa¬ 
tiently awaits the arrival of her squabs. This 
poem, by Edward Thomas, was written in De¬ 
cember 1914. 

BIRD'S NESTS 

The summer nests uncovered by autumn wind, 
Some tom, others dislodged, all dark, 
Everyone sees them: low or high in tree, 

Or hedge, or single bush, they hang like a mark. 

Since there's no need of eyes to see them with 
I cannot help a little shame 
That I missed most, even at eye's level, till 
The leaves blew off and made the seeing no game. 

Tiis a light pang. I like to see the nests 
Still in their places, now first known, 

At home and by far roads. Boys knew them not, 
Whatever jays and squirrels may have done. 

And most I like the winter nests deep-hid 
That leaves and berries fell into: 

Once a dormouse dined there on hazel-nuts, 
And grass and goose-grass seeds found soil and grew. 


The Bay Psalm Book, which contains metrical 
translations of the Psalms, was first printed 
ini 640 and was the first book to be printed in 
British North America. I was not aware of this 
until I read an anthology of'Good Poems'cho¬ 
sen by the American author, Garrison Keillor. In 
his selection Mr Keillor includes Psalm 23 from 
the Psalter. For me the King James Bible's ver¬ 
sion of the 23rd Psalm is one of the finest 
poems in the English language. The idea of try¬ 
ing to improve it is probably asking too much 
of any writer, even a Pilgrim Father. 

PSALM 23 

The Lord to me a shepherd is, 
want therefore shall not I: 

He in the folds offender grass, 
doth cause me down to lie: 

To waters calm me gently leads 
restore my soul doth he: 

He doth in paths of righteousness 
for his namesake lead me. 

Yea, though in valley of death's shade 
I walk, none ill I'll fear: 

Because thou art with me, thy rod, 
and staff my comfort are. 

For me a table thou hast spread 
in presence of my foes: 

Thou dost anoint my head with oil; 
my cup it overflows. 

Goodness and mercy surely shall 
all my days follow me: 


And in the Lord's house I shall dwell 
so long as days shall be. 

If you have a copy of the Bay Psalm Book don't 
send it for re-cycling because it is one of only a 
dozen left in existence and is worth around 
£40,000.

AT BEST 

The faithful helm commands the keel, 

From port to port fair breezes blow; 

But the ship must sail the convex sea, 

Nor may she straighter go. 

So, man to man; in fair accord, 

On thought and will the winds may wait;

FAVOURITES Beaminster Reserves 
were blown away by a four goal 
salvo by livewire South Petherton 
Reserves'striker Jody Bovey at Perry 
Street on Thursday evening.
